Sabbath — or iu other words, to prevent Iho 
hard-worked operativu enjoying u (aw hoars 
recreation on the first day of the weelc. Their 
religion is of no passive oidor, but partakes 
of that energetic character nhieh mads his- 
tory 80 toteniely iatereatiDg in the days of 
Mary and Elizabeth. Iu one part of the town 
if you do not believe in the infallibility ol 
poor old Fio Nono, you are likely at any lime 
to have your head broken 01 your winJows 
smashed ; in another, if yoa tannol swallow , 
the Thirty-nine Articles, < r it you refuse to j 
drink to " the pious, glorious and immortal j 
memory ol William HI.," ten chances to one j 
you will lorao day have yonr house wrecked I 
and u pisliil fired m jour laue. All this is ' 
done wilh the moat earnest desire 10 carry out j 
the benignant laws of Uhriitianity. It ia a ! 
very old story — ' swallow my doctrine or 1 
down you go at once to ihc ueilier | 
world." There is no want of ehntches 111 
this enterprising town, nor o( clorgyuien; wlio 
embrace nmongat ilieir nunibfr soma of the j 
most emiutiot men of the day, nor are the 
oongregation* by soy means scanty ; for as 
we have implied before, Bel last is a very 
pious city on Sunday ; but there ii one thing 
very needful, whleh h generally wanting, and 
that ia charity lor those ol a ditTorent belief, 
in one church wo shall hoar Roman Catholi- 
cism typified as the " Whore of Babylon" 
and in another place o( worship, Protestan- 
liira characterised as the "Abomination of 
abominations." With such Sabbatarian 
pabulum as thin 'a the mind of the lower 
classes fed, and when di3pales grow into 
riots, the clorgy are astonished UiiM their 
influence is so meagre, and no doubt go 
home deeply regretting that their teaoblngs 
have produced so little Christian toleration. 

Fighting is noihin;i unusual in Ireland — 
faction fights and rows have been the mak- 
ing of Irish novolist-i lor many a d.iy — i)ul a 
weck'i uniQlorrupted rioting because a nma- 
ber of silly, thoughtless orealnres burned the 
eESgy of Daniel O'Oonnoll as a set of to the 
honors which were being paid to the mein> 
ory of that great man iu Dublin, is somc- 
ihing OQt of tho ordinary routine. Of course 
the antipathy to Daniel O'Connell'ii memory 
wttf pnrcly a religious ons, however the ccca- 
sioa may have misled some of the English 
jonrnala into the belief that it n-aa poliiitAl ; 
and it tends to shon- the intensity of the mad- 
oeis of religions bigotry, when one of the 
greatest reformora of the present century 
should have his memory so ruffianly treate l. 
The Roman Callmlics, with as little ronson is 
the Orauge lunatics, took up the matter as au 
attack on their church, and so one thing led 
on to another notil the killed and woun:led 
by gunshots had amounted to one hundred 
and twelve. " Here is a great cily," nays ihe 
tjxctiitor, '' lull of industry and shipping. 
\r'nh i\ trade which is making millionaireH, 
and a population of workmen bettor paid 
than any other in Ireland, whieli can keep a 
thousand ship carpenters in full work, and 
boastri itself the coiiiniercial u«nital of a 
great country, it is foil of hir,;;a buildings 
and rich warohoUHes, crovvde'l with citizens 
wlio want ouly order to bo as ivealiliy a.s 
Uiose of Liverpool, with a body of police 
armed to the teeth, a inagistraoy adequate 
at all events in numbers, a corporation so 
powerful that the pcrman-mt bone of conten- 
tion is supremacy in the Council, two or more 
itipendiuiy magislrates, and iha powe; of 
collecting two or three thousand soldiMrs in 
u few hours. \ et this town is every year 
given up to the dominiou of tho most ruflianly 
olasi of its own population, to men capable 
of killing children bseunse they are eJncatod 
in schools lint under priestly conlnii, or of 
JiaL'ging gills along the stroet by tho hair of 
tlie head liRcause they happen 10 be lAitholics, 
of wrecking Pniteslant chapels siui burning 
priests' houses, of bealiog men to death for 
refusing to curse the Pope, and kicking wo- 
men into laintiug fiis beoauie their husband: 
do not believe in Ihe leal presence." 

If wc are to judge ol uiviliiiilion it niiiHt 
be by othnr landniaik! than laslo in archi- 
lectnre, progress iu manulaeturts, extension 
of eommerce, or even genius ol invention. 
The great inde.t should be charity and lole 
rutiou. lietter a thousand times that man 
nhould grow np with no grtaler standard of 
goodne's huloro him than tho menii;ry of 
the grand and good old Heathen Solthioh. 
than that he should, from his youth, bo draw- 
ing from the waters of the laspircil Book, 
nothing but gall and wormwood for those who 
do not believe an lie. Ttii' rainlmw is beyond 
the concopti n of tho blind, aiiil iho Bible 
is a «>;nled book 10 the ignoninl. li wa wish 
meo to be giod, we mnst clearly commence 
by removing iheir mental darkness ; the 
moral darkness is tho inner olianiber which 
only recei»ea its light from the effulgeneo of 
the mind. To enfoioi- a rule, therefm-p, that 
would intorft re wiib llio apioad of injiruct inn, 
Is to strike the greatest blow at religion it- 
self. To oonpcl tho public sohooli to accept 
the Bible is to drive many away from thi> 
blessings of sacniar education, and thus ten- 
der rellgioui Instruction impossible. The 
nnfortunate wrctchan who wero eng«»ed in 
shooting each oiher in iho itreplH .if Bellail 
were DO doubt strong ddroteos of the Uibla; 
but their ignorance precluded them Irom 
gaining any clearer idea of its spirit than a 
parrot by llttsning to a dialogue, gleans of 
the reaHoning of man. Had (hoy been in- 
telligent ioii educated, Ihoy would not, even 
it they had never sonn tin: sacred Hook, havr 
enbrued ihoii hmids en ihoughllo.'.sly »nd 
with so liltlo iinuirt in Hnch nthrt's bliuv] 
If our clnrgymun ilesiir, and we bclinvo thoj 
do, the spiritual wolfare of lli« coninninity, 
let Ihnni nut mnnd in the wny of pdiV 
calion, bi.'PuUhH they cannot rol ilir 
Bibla into tlio pWilio fi'liunifl. hei 
Ihoin, nil tlin i.'iiiJi HI y, atniiii in expand- 
ing the i«Hioii fil yiiiilh, in ninking it coiii' 
meheiid the greatness of ilm (.'ipator and the 
littleness of the creuiuia ; and let theui

After a lengthened intorvieiv, during which Mr, 
Brown ovinucd deep interest in tho sutjjcct, 
he assured me tliat (50,000 should be 
appropriated with all possible expedition 
iu commencing the road enterprise. DimcuUiea 
he said would bo encountered at first in keeping , 
tho lino clear during winter, but these would 
eventually be overcoine. Mr. Ilrown Curthcr re ' 
markcd.that his colleague the hon. Mr. Carticr 
and himself wore going to Ivigland in October 
to confer with tho ilomo Oovornmont on the sub- 
ject, aud wo might rest content he should use his 
utmost exertion in pushing the undertaking. Let 
not your readers suppose, however, that so fur- 
liiidabln a work can he completed install tarfeously.
